5. duns IN POLITICAL SITUATION APFECTING PSOJ1CT 

A lt ho ugh the significant trend in Asia during the past year has been 
one of putting aside parliamentary forms la favor of strong military/ 
authoritarian regimes (which no Imager can be mailed "caretaker 11 g o v er n - 
mutts) DTPIUJU^a general position la Ada appear* to be strong and perhaps 
more fin than at any time la the past. Sven la Singapore where it was 
feared that -the newly sleeted leftist Qovarnmsnt might take action against 
DTPILLAR the odds appear to be against eviction. At worst DTPIIXAS expects 
that lte program In Singapore will come in for closer government scrutiny 
and, as in the case of its project for providing aa American recreational 
advisor to the Government, there may be some curtailment and even abolition 
of certain clearly aatl-oonmunist programs t In the two countries of South- 
east Ada where it might be expected that co mauaig t pressures would be 
greatest, Zacs and Cambodia, during the year BTPILIAS has opened an office 
la the former with full Qo v srr ms nt support and appears to have at least 
maintained and perhaps strengthened Its podtlon in the latter, la 
Pakistan sad Burma the year has seen a oloaar cooperation with the new 
military governments and identification of B3PTUAR with those sodal 
and educat ional goals of the military g overnments Which are in keeping 
with BTPIILAR objectives. The military government of Thailand baa dis- 
played neither strong interest in supporting DTFJILAH nor say tendency to 
interfere. DTPILLAB continues to be optimistlo about ite chances for 
eventual entry in India end early reentry in Indonesia, on the buds of 
its growing acceptability among Indian leaders and the repeated sxpreeaiona 
of good will Arms officials of the Indeaedaa Go ver nme nt, 

6. CHAN9BS IN POLICT 

Although there have been no formal changes In basic 9.8. policy which 
affect BTPILLAR, the year has demonstrated DTPILLAS* s elasticity in com- 
plying with policy objectives and in adjusting to changing political 
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conditions* This facility has been especially notable In Burma where 
high lerel ODiCXD Interest focused on the opportunity provided through 
DTPIUAR for e demonstration of privets PBFRUtS interert in contributing 
to the success of the Burma Government 1 b rather dramatic efforts toward 
iHqjroring conditions in education* housing, and social welfare, 

DTPILIAR continue# to be responsive to those BSC and OCB direct! vso 
which eqphatise as objectives in Aslat 

(1) Increasing ties between the nations and people# of Asia 
and the free World, 

(2) Creating a favorable atmosphere in Asia for democratic 
processes* 

(3) Promoting stability. 

(h) Increasing ties bstween Individuals and organizations in 
the D.B. and Asia.

(6) Promoting a mors favorable attitude on the part of overseas

D.8, foreign policy objectives, and tbs companion efforts to reduce the 
scops of DTPILIAR activities in those fields in which private foreign 
organisations are actively and effectively working. 

8. SIQKXfICABT PROJECT CHARGES 

The only significant change, dictated by changes in the Asian 
political scone, has been the development of progress with the Military.

Daring this period of strain In Asia, with Communist strategy olearly 
empha si sing ideological appeal in favor of increasing involvement In 
domestic Asian political, econoale, and social affairs, DTPIUAR has 
continued to work progressively and patiently with individual Aslan 
i loaders and a wide variety of institutions and social organisations to 
help then develop their own capacity to nest their countries' needs and, 
\thsreby, overcome the difficulties which threaten their new freedom. 

Viewed la this light, DTPIUAR methods and operating principle* sen be 
seen as touching basic problens* DTPIUAR has maintained its non- 
political posture, as it Must, while helping Asians attain bread political 
goals through non-political naans* 

In this year, DTPIUAR has registered a set gala in its two most 
important and closely related object! vest inc r e as ed acceptability and 
the sharpening of program objectives, this gala extends even to those 
Asian countries where the heritage of anti-Western feeling and pervasive 
c omae n isi pressures inhibit the attitudes of public and private leaders. 
Significant indications in this reject have been the following i 

a. fh m £*» fl u MruMB tU cooperation is establishing a DTPIUAR 
resident representative In Vientiane. In this connection, Sukarno of 
Indonesia, is reported to have indicated that DTPIUAR would be asked to 
reopen its office in Djakarta. 

b» DTPILIAR’ • sponsorship of an International Halations Training 
Center at the University of Ransgon for the training of Bum— e foreign 
service officers and aspirants to the Burmese foreign service (including 
participation in the selection of American and European professors for 
its staff). 

e. DTP Hum's initiation of the science journalism program in_£ftpRtL 
under which outstanding Japanese journalists visited the D.8. and were 
put in contact with leading American journalists, science writers, and 
science publications. The inltatlve for this program os— from the 
Japanese Bewapeper Publishers and Editors Association ae a request to 
fselst in improving the lew standard of setentifis journalism in japan. 

d. Public or private praise of DTPIUAR by a number of Asian 
loaders, ino lading Re Win of Bams. Ayub ef Pakista n. Sihanouk of Cambodi a, 
Bandaranaike of Ceylon . Rhea of i ff —. and 

a. DTP I LIAR's progress in fostering Aslan relations with other 
organisations, both American and international (e.g., support provided 
for Aden attendance at the International Commission of Jurists meeting 
in Vow Delhi, work with the youth-student and teacher organisations, and 
close cooperation with the International Press Institute). 
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f • Stapport fdr DTPIIIAH from a wide variety of private Asian and 
American individuals as veil as from official American sources ( including 
Ambassadors to Asian countries)* 

Although DTP 1 UAH 1 » general objective* are geared to the long-range 
effort to ecerdse a subtle influence on the development of Asian societies, 
it Is a continuing fact that DTPILIAR is able to make direct contributions 
to the exploitation of current political developments . For ememple, the 
PTFlLl AR-wu baldifsed Onion Pre *« i n B Mg ftffif. has aide a number of studies 
end issued a series of publications on the Chinese Owsnms issue and, 
through its Singapore outlet, provided the basic research and do ouw e n ■ 
tat ion for the publication of a White hook by British authorities exposing 
Chinese Communist infiltration and methods in the publishing fields in 
Singapore end Malaya. Another exasp la, with reference to the Tibetan 
situation, was the DTPIUAR contact with the President of the World Fellow- 
ship of Buddhist* who was encouraged by DTPIUAR to seek condemnatory 
action against the Chinese C o— unia ts fron the 110 Buddhist groups 
affiliated with the World Fellowship throughout the v> rid*

There has been no significant changes In method* by which K8RARK 
maintains cover, security and control measures with respect to DTPILIAR. 
There has, however, been an intensified campaign to improve cover in the 
sense of providing additional support to the requirement for a plausible 
denial of QKYCO support. This activity has ©watered on a cooperative 
program between Covin* Division and DTPILLAB to ineroaso the list of osten- 
sible and nominal donors to DtPZLLUU Additionally Cov er D ivision has 
completed arran g— ant s whereby some of the funding of DfPULUR may bs 
aceompllshod through ostensible grants fron a bona fide and well-known 
private foundation. DfPHIAR has been in contact with a number of private 
foundations with a view to interesting them in Asian programs which 
DTPIIIAR Is in a position to spot and, if necessary and desired, administer. 

There have been no serious security compromises of DTPILIAR and 
cooperation with K3BAJBK remains excellent. 

11. DOTSiOSXCI COOHDUUTIOB 

Relationships designed to lay rove the quality and frequency of the 
important DTPILIAR by-product in the field of into 111 gene? and political 
reporting have improved during the past year. Headquarter*— FR Division 
and 10 Division— has taken steps to encourage closer liaison in the 
field between K OSAKA Stations and DTPILIAR Representatives . In t he field 
DTPILJAR Rmaressnta tires have continued liaison with 0DACID, QAFLCWAQR, 
and CL J . At Headquarters, 10 Division has continued appropriate 
liaison with 0B7GKS agencies on DTPILIAR matters. 
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ia. plans for ensuing tear 

While DTPILIAR snqphaeis baa traditionally boon on work with privets 
organisations, It la increasingly evident that the a It nation la Asia pre- 
cludes Halting work to private organisations alone. There le bo problem 
In countries each ae <{£$*&. or the Philipp I naa where private organizations 
are vigorous and significant. At the other extreme, la Af ghanis ten they 
are virtually non-existent, Ia between, however, are the countries where 
such organisations ere of uneven value, sometime# little wore then rally- 
ing point# for a Halted marker of persona working only on the fringe of 
Important probleae . Such organisations end those who help then sometime^ 
ride attracting governs sot suspicion, Where private groups show promise 
DTPIUJlR will continue to regard euppert to then as sn ijgwrtant way of 
strengthening the denoeratlc foundations of Aslan societies. 

On the other hand, the stats universities and quasi -g over menta l 
institutions in the fields of labor, research, law and gevenwaant, women's 
activities, youth and students are areas where BIPIUAK has made--and 
should continue to make — effeetirs contributions In cooperation with 
Aslan g ovsnu ssats. 

Although DTPILLAH has well-established programs with educational, 
social, dvlo, professional, and cultural groups, it will give more 
attention la the future to the following program categories far which 
an increasing need has bacons evident t 

a. labor i As the process ef Industrialisation accelerates In Asia, 

labor is bsoendng more significant and articulate. Op to this point, 
DTPHLAR has ventured into the field on several occasions (for example, 
developments of IhfrftT wuppert to e 

Japanese labor Advisory C o— i ttee) and demonstrated an ability to work 
©^fcGvoSy' ‘wSM~WSM '■aalSs lia4«*s or w ith apeeialists thsmsslvos 
arc influential with union leaders. DTPILLAR hopes to expand its nativi- 
ties in the field of labor education. 

b. NjHtagy i In a number of countries, the Asian military are 
being ealled upon to assume responsibilities of civilian administration, 
this will involve expanded » rk with the military in strictly non-still tary 
ways. In this connection, Asian military services have r equeste d DtPIIiAR 
assistance for English langu age ^iiJlBg.lp. J^sn, for odtowtio^al *14*. 
and llbyariso ja fakiatan and $jgm*, and far aieirUttoe with certain land 
rehabilitation schemes involving veteran* gftnJpa.JJl 

o. Reonowlc i While several American and international agencies 
are providing primary, massive economic assistmee, Httle has been done 
to give Asian leaders concerned with economic affairs aocess to a balanced 
view ef economic doctrine#, as an alternative to the essentially Marxist 
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interpretations that are widely held there. Through support for research 
symposia for discussion of seomwlo oonoepts and for travel abroad, 

DTPIILAR will endeavor to assist Asian leaders in gaining knowledge and 
understanding of the principles and methods of economic development within 
a democratic framework. 

d. Science » It would be disastrous for the United States and the 
aon-Coneamiai world to leave the field of scientific development and 
seienee education in Asia to the Russians and Chinese Communists who have 
shown a proclivity for taking advantage of Asian interact in these fields. 
For example, the USSR is seeking to enter directly into the science educa- 
tion field in Burma and elsewhere through the eetebliefaMnt of technical 
institutes, end the Chinee# Hi «m mists are offering professors and 
specialist# of many kinds. In order to oops with Asian requests for 
aasistanee and to help pies# American scientific resources at tha dis- 
posal of Asian countries, DTPILIAB mat consider a greater program in 
Asia among professional organisations of scientist# and educators, seienee 
faculties of various educational institutions, science Journalists end 
others. Conversely, American organisations (such as, the Rational Academy 
of Sdenoes, the Rational Science Foundation, the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science and specialised bodies like the American Institute 
of Biological Sciences) are showing greater interest in contacts with 
counterpart bodies in Asia and are seeking DTP HUB assistance increasingly. 
So far, email selective great# have achieved good results in this field 

as, far example, in the Introduction of seienee fairs and other Incentive 
programs into the school system in Japan, therefore as si stance to pilot 
projects, the grtfagsT aw< * educational mater ials, and the facili- 

tating of ties between American scientific bodies anil their counterpart# 
in Asia, selected educational projects and other such relatively Inexpen- 
sive undertakings from tbs bulk of the edenoe activities planned. 

e. jaw airi go ve r n m e nt ! The continuing pressure for authoritarian 
solutions to problems o? , 5aw and governm ent makes it important for 

DTP HAAS te expand its training programs both in Asian and in the United 
States, through such activities as the American Political Seienee 
Association, Congressional Fellowships, by providing suitable materials 
on lsv ( particularly in those countries where similarities between the 
American end Aden constitutions make the American technique of constitu- 
tional interpretation appropriate) and by supporting legal training and 
research cm problems of immediate importance. It may also be desirable 
and possible in certain Asian countries to provide advisers to govern— nt 
departments, particularly in the fields of law and a&dnlstratien. In 
addition to such direct approaches, DTPILIAB proposes to «x%fnd its indirect 
writ in this field by support te organisations of civil e erven te, assistance 
to specific g averment research and action programs (such as the vocational 
education and Juvenile delinquency programs in Ceylon), and support Of 
training in public administration through such organisations as the 
Institute of Public and Business Administration in Pakistan. 
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f. Buddhiin i DTPILLM will continue to emphasise activities In 
the Buddhist "fiSI3 with an American specialist alio waintalna extensive 
contacts with Asian Buddhist leaders, both ecclesiastic and secular, 
and who assist* DtPILIAB Bepresantatives In thalr country program with 
influential Buddhist individuals and organisations. Tharevade Buddhism 
ia a powerful factor la South and Southaawt Aalaj in Caylon and Thailand, 
at tha praaent tine, certain Buddhist personalities play a significant 
and SHMtlao* unpredictable role In the national leadership, 

g. Leadership i Although the problem of leaders tdp In Asia is one 
toward whi& 'aich 1 of DTPlILAfl's wiork in all fields has been directed, it 
will oontinue to bo stressed as a fundamental objective of all programs. 
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
